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Irrigation Can Increase Production If 
System Is Installed, Operated Properly

So you're thinking of installing an 
irrigation system. It's-a good thought 
and. a productive one. Be sure, 
though, that you get the right kind

Irrigation, in 
Missouri, increased by 3,400 pounds 
the yield of snap beans per acre and 
by 8,700 pounds the per-acre crop of 
cucumbers. USDA tests in Tennessee 
recorded that irrigated pastures ay- 
eraged 49% more standard cow-days 
of grazing, and also that cows on ir- 
rigated pastures produced 54% more 
milk than those on non-irrigated 
pastures. A report from an Alabama 
farmer said that hé saved 30 acres 
of alfalfa through irrigation in dry 
weather, and that his irrigated pas.

Costs of irrigation will vary ace 
cording to the frequency with which 
the system is used. One test case in 
Vermont, however, showed that a 7% 
horsepower electric motor delivered 
an acre inch of water in about three 
hours for 18 cents per hour. This is 
lower than the cost of operating the 
pump with a tractor and frees this 
machine for other work. One other 
point: the cost of your portable 
sprinkler or gated pipe systems does 
not decline with lack of use. If you 
have the water, it will pay you to get 
maximum use out of your systém by 
irrigating additional crops. The 
added electric power needed for a 
more extensive job, and the work 
required to move the laterals from 
field to field are small in relation 
to the results obtained.

TALLAHASSEE—Faulty equip- 
ment contributes its share to death 
on Florida highways. 

In fact, there were 41 vehicles 
involved in fata] crashes last year, 
vehicles that had mechanical de- 
fects which contributed to the 
crashes that brought death, 

The Florida Highway Patrol made 
a study of the number of death ac- 
cidents in which equipment with 
faults figured and found these 
facts: 

Eighteen hundred of the vehicles 
involved in crashes of all kinds last 
year had faulty brakes, a factor 
which makes many an automobile 
or truck a “rolling death trap,” de- 
clared Comdr.
